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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. The last claim following claim 63 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The claim is misnumbered as "62" and should be corrected to "64". Appropriate 

correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1- 64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claim 1, the claim is drawn to non-statutory subject matter; it simply recites 
the manipulation of abstract ideas that do not define an apparatus or process having a practical 
application. 

To expedite a complete examination of the instant application the claims rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 101 (nonstatutory) above are further rejected as set forth below in the anticipation of 
applicant amending these claims to place them within the four statutory categories of invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-64 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the claim specifies "requiring no awareness of the Mobile IP protocol 
by a Correspondent Node when forwarding datagrams" (See claim 1, lines 3-5.) It is unclear 
which nodes in a network qualify as a "Correspondent Node." And, it is unclear what is meant 
by a "Correspondent Node" forwarding datagrams without any "awareness of the Mobile IP 
protocol" without utilizing label or tag switching. Furthermore, the term "Mobile Node" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. 

Claims 2, 4, 10, 1 1, 15, 22, 23, 34, 39, 40, 44, 48, 49, and 54 recite limitations, which 
lack sufficient antecedent basis. As an illustrative example, claim 2 recites the limitation 
"Foreign Agent" in lines 8-9; and claim 10 recites the limitation "state table" in line 11. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the corresponding claims. Applicant is 
urged to review and provide sufficient antecedent basis for all of the previously mentioned 
claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The metes and bounds of the claims were not ascertainable, therefore the Examiner was 
unable to perform an adequate prior art search at the time of initial examination.
